HE time has come, we think, 
to say something about 
eourselves, or our collective 
selves, under the heading of 
the China Mall. For we are 
very old, 116 years, como 
February 20, 1961, which 
makes up only four years 
younger than the Colony, 

When we first saw life, there 
were already two English 
language papers In ithe 
Colony, The Hongkong | Re- 
gteter, and the Friend of 
China, the latter published 
according to circumetances 
elther at Canton or Macao, 

It might be thought strange that 
with only a few hundred 
Europoana in the Colony, that 
we had any place at all, but 
we had. There was a purpose 
to serve, and we started up 
with tho Idea of serving that 
Purpose. 

For the other papers had thelr 
causes, the Hongkong Register 
was a continuation of tho 
Canton Regleter which was 
started up by tha Mathesons. 

‘And characterletle of that 
family, was a hard hitting 
Paper, tremendously biased 
towards the merchants, so 
that when Its editors pursued 
thelr tactics in - Hongkong 
they became, from time to 
time, guests of Government, 
fledged with some considera. 
tion in Victoria Jalil. 

Hut even the merchants them- 
selves became a Iitthe tired of 
slanted reporting, and the 
Ching Mail was launched 
under a e6ort of slogan which 
might be read ae “With ser- 
vice to all, and with pre. 
Judice to none.’ 

But It was of some danger to 
bo without prejudices th those 
days, Government awarded 
the China Mall Its official 
notices, and under te Editor, 
Mr Andrew Dixson, the China 
Mail hogan to lead the fleld, 

With the passing of the years, 
Government began te get o 
little heady, and following Its 
policy, the China Mail rapped 
Government's fingers good 
and hard. Later, the China 
Mall was almost put out of 
bualness because, although ite 
reporting was fair, it did not 
suit the purpose of a certaln 
community In the Colony, eo 
followed a boycott. The China 
Mall got over it, and here 
it Im today. 

But there fe a moral in this, 
Our policy today is the same 
polley of 116 yaars ago. We 
are here to serve those who 
require unblased reporting, 
and that meana we do not 
want “No comment,” avery 
time we lift the telephone and 
ask for Information to which 
we and the public have a

Fire raged tonight in the 60,000-ton 
missile-carrying aircraft. carrier Con- 
stellation, one of the largest warships 
in the world, killing at least 50 civilian 
workmen, injuring hundreds and trap- 
ping an unknown number. below the 
redhot debris. 

One police. officer estimated the death toll would 
reach more than 100. 


Tonight at 2200 GMT with the 
fire still raging seven hours afler 
it swept the #5 per cent com- 
picted ship from bow to stern, 
faint tappings were heard deep 
inside the ship lying in the US 
Navy's Brooklyn dockyard, 

In Brooklyn’s sccond major 
disaster in three days, rescue 
crews from the King County 
Hospital—the imo men who 
clawed at the strect rubble to 
extricate bodies from the air- 
liner crash last Fridzy—led the 
new rescue operctlons just two 
miles away.
